Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4, 6, and 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a method of measuring a radial gradient index distribution of a rod lens the 
particular calculating step, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1-2. 

As to claim 3, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a method of determining higher-order index distribution coefficients the 
particular step (3), in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 3. 

As to claim 4, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a measuring apparatus for obtaining higher order index distribution coefficient 
"using the higher-order index distribution coefficients lu, h6, h 8 , as variables" and h*> and h 8 
hare determined," in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 4, 6, and 7.
